Fire house to be named 
after deceased fire fighter

Romulus Fire House 3 
will officially be renamed af- 
ter late firefighter Donald 
James Daughenbaugh May 
16. 

Daughenbaugh was one of 
the heroes, who found and 
rescued the lone survivor (a 
4-year-old girl) on Flight 255 
that crashed at Metro Air- 
port Aug. 16, 1987 

Daughenbaugh, son of 
Battalion Chief Bill and 
Grace Daughenbaugh, died 
after suffering several hearts 
attacks March 24, 1991, only 
hours after fighting a house 
fire. 

It is the second Romulus 
fire house to be named after 
a deceased fireman. Fire 
House Four on Eureka Road 
was renamed to honor fire- 
fighter Leonard Gierak, a 22- 
year fire operations veteran, 
who died July 4, 1987. 

Fire Chief William Green- 
slait said the official ceremo- 
nies at the fire house will be 
at 1 p.m. May 16. Snacks and 
soft drinks will be available 
for those attending the cere- 
monies, he said. 


Daughenbaugh was born 
Feb. 13, 1966 and graduated 
from Romulus High School 
in 1984. He played football at 
school and baseball on var- 
ious area teams outside of 
school. 

He joined the U.S. Ma- 
rines shortly after gradua- 
tion, but injured his 
shoulder and was given a 
medical discharge. 

Daughenbaugh then 
joined the Romulus Fire De- 
partment and earned his 
Emergency Medical Techni- 
cian and Hazmott (haz- 
ardous waste) team 
certificates. 

Prior to becoming a fire- 
fighter, he drove a shuttle 
bus at the Metro Airport. 
Later he became a firefigh- 
ter in Taylor and was an am- 
bulance driver for a private 
service based in Taylor. 

“Being a firefighter got 
into his blood early,” his 
mother said, “he loved being 
around fire department 
equipment even while visit- 
ing fire stations with his dad 
early in his life.” 

His father said “local fire- 
fighters became his ex- 


. ended family. He got 
involved in anything pertain- 
ing to the fire department” 

“His memory is vividly 
still with us,” Greenslait 
said, “His name continues to 
pop up in our daily conversa- 
tions. He definitely will not 
be forgotten.” 

The Romulus Fire De- 
partment was so much a part 
of his life, his parents have 
emblazoned a colorful fire 
apparatus, fire department 
ambulance and photo of 
Daughenbaugh in uniform 
on his gravestone at Denton 
Cemetery in Van Buren 
Township. 

Since their son also loved 
hunting and any other type 
of outdoor life, the grave- 
stone also includes a large 
deer and numerous pine 
trees. On the rear side of the 
gravestone is a poem enti- 
tled “The Fireman’s Prayer.” 

“The highlight of my son’s 
life,” Daughenbaugh said, 
“was being part of a three- 
member unit that found 
4-year-old Cecelia Cichan 
whining, but alive among the

City fee increases loom 
as other revenues fall

Barring any additional neg- 
ative blips on the area or na- 
tional economic horizon, the 
McAnally administration ap- 
pears to be ready to send a $10 
million budget proposal to 
members of the Romulus City 
Council April 1. 

The 1992-93 proposed bud- 
get has been pared down 
nearly $1.4 million from the 
original departmental budget 
requests earlier this year. 

The biggest budget reduc- 
tions were in the police de- 
partment-- $359,356; the 
election unit-$200,118; the 
buildings and grounds of- 
fice -$183,274 and the recre- 
ation department-$93,484. 

Cut as a result of the fund 
slashing were the acquisition 
of new voting equipment and 
new vehicles asked for by po- 
lice, fire and Department of 
Public Works leaders. 

In addition most unfilled 
staff positions--initially 
budgeted-have been elimi- 
nated, including the post of 
deputy police chief. 

Despite the cuts, the police 
department expense of 
$3,387,610 makes up almost 
one third of the entire city 
budget 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry said he fears major posi- 
tive economic changes are still 
four or five years away. But he 
has asked the city finance de- 
partment to prepare an eco- 
nomic projection for the city 
through the year 2000. 

He also asked for a listing of 
all city-owned property, so that 
the council members could 
consider ways to get some of 
that property back on the tax 
rolls. 

Despite all the somber talk 
about the poor financial state 
of the city, Raspberry did 
smile once and said, “Since 
the press is here, I want to re- 
port at least we have no 
rubber-gate problems here.” 

Raspberry was referring to 
the current check-writing 
scandal currently dropping 
U.S. House of Representatives 
rating to an all time low of 20 
per cent with voters. 

At finance director Dona- 
van McGuire’s request, the cur- 
*rent budget carries a 
minimum $100,000 contingen- 
cies listing. 

McGuire said the city could 
squeak by with a zero contin- 
gencies balance, but would be 
cited for poor management 
and make Romulus a poor can- 
didate for credit options. 

McGuire said he would have 


Following a round of pre- 
election registration changes 
and the loss of two of the six 
Democratic hopefuls, Ro- 
mulus area voters seemed less 
than enthusiastic about the 
March 17 Presidential Pri- 
mary. 

Multiple changes in the pre- 
election registration require- 
ments reportedly left some vo- 
ters confused and unwilling to 
cast their ballots. In addition, 
supporters of Tom Harkin and 
Bob Kerry were left to sera 
mble for an alternate candi- 
date when the two Democrats 
dropped from the race. 

Democrats were left to 
choose between .Arkansas Gov. 
Bill Clinton, former California 
Gov. Jerry Brown and Sen. 


preferred $500,000, but would 
settle at this time for the 
$100,000 level 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
opened the special budget 
study session Monday night by 
declaring, “The administra- 
tion is not attempting to push 
any budget creation duties on 
to the council, but needs their 
imput on how to alleviate the 
current financial crisis.” 

“Increased city revenues is 
the name of the game,” Rasp- 
berry said several times dur- 
ing the night. His comments 
were echoed by fellow council 
members. 

While emphasizing that he 
felt that city funds were spent 
in an extremely prudent fash- 
ion, Raspberry said additional 
city revenue was the only an- 
swer to the current shortfall. 

One of the quickest and 
probably surest ways the city 
will move on increased fund- 
ing will be the implementation 
of a 1 percent administration 
fee for assessing and tax col- 
lecting efforts. 

Such a fee could add an- 
other $350,000 per year to city 
coffers, City Treasurer James 
L. Napiorkowski said. Also the 
assessment of a 1 percent fine 
for late taxpayers also could 
be installed. Most cities and 
towns in Wayne County al- 
ready levy a 1 percent per 
month charge, Napiorkowski 
said, while Romulus is looking 
at a flat 1 percent charge. 

Raspberry asked McAnally

if there was a freeze on buy- 
ing.” 

The mayor said, “Yes, pretty 
much. We buy only what we 
need to get by.” 

One thing that may add to 
some citizen confusion, 
McAnally said, will be the 
planned work on the Histori- 
cal Park slated for this spring. 
That money has already been 
allocated via grants, etc, she 
said, and will not have any 
bearing on this budget. 

Councilman William Wad- 
sworth asked McAnally about 
the possibility of layoffs of city 
personnel. 

While the mayor denied 
that this was necessary now, 
she said, “We did have to do 
projections for such an op- 
tion.” 

Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington urged that during 
these troubled economic 
times, city council members 
consider paring down any 
planned workshop or confer- 
ence visits by at least 50 per- 
cent. “We have to set an 
example at the top,” he stated. 

Councilman Russell Lam- 
bert agreed that council mem- 
bers needed to shave their 
requests. “One way we can do 
it on conferences outside our 
area is to seek lower hotel 
costs. I attended one in Wash- 
ington D.C. once and found we 
could have cut the hotel cost 
by 50 to 75 percent by going to 
a hotel several blocks away,

Senn said that the ex- 
amining day and hours are 
flexible to allow the time pe- 
riod to fit comfortably into the 
doctor’s other schedule de- 
mands.

Lambert complained that 
while picking up his son at 
pre-school he saw* construction 
workers put up and then pull 
down new walls for the en- 
larged section of Merriman 
School three times. 

“If there was a way to make 
the schools raise their own 
taxes,” Lambert said, “maybe 
people would see how far their 
tax dollars go within the city.” 

Banks joined the chorus by 
saying “I feel I get much more 
in services from the city.” 
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School board, teachers still 
battling over back-pay issue

Romulus teachers have 
stepped up their campaign to 
bring their contract needs to 
the attention of the public by 
erecting a large “blackboard” 
on Wayne Road once again. 

The billboard, constructed 
to resemble a school black- 
board states “Romulus School 
Board plus (an) unsettled con- 
tract equals a city of troubled 
schools.” 

The billboard was erected 
not far from the Romulus 
School Board office to draw at- 
tention to the fact the teachers 
have not had a new contract in 
four years. 

It was paid for by the Wayne 
County Michigan Educational 
Association- National Educa- 
tional Association. 

Despite the fact that the last 
teachers contract ended in Au- 
gust 1987, the teachers have 
had two unilateral raises since 
then, school officials stated. 

Currently the mediator is 
seeking to find an agreeable 
time period for both teacher 
and school administration rep- 
resentatives to meet to see if 
any changes have occurred in 
the stance of either side since 


the last negotiating session. 

Among the topics “on the ta- 
ble” are pay scales and 
changes requested by the ad- 
ministration on the current 
medical plan and work year 
schedules and a request by 
teachers for retroactive pay. 

Dr. Terrell LeCesne, assis- 
tant school superintendent, 
said the next to the last labor 
contract was agreed upon 
Tuesday with the 40 district 
para-professionals. 

That leaves only the con- 
tract with the 209 district 
teachers to be settled, as other 
labor pacts were approved 
within the past month. 

But LeCesne is concerned 
about the “peer pressure” ex- 
hibited by some teachers on 
their co-workers that does not 
bode well for students. 

While not blaming teachers 
for the low MEAP (Michigan 
Educational Assessment Pro- 
gram) scores in past years, 
LeCesne said, the fact many 
teachers are refusing to be re- 
trained in those study areas 
(unless that retraining is done 
during the school day) is hav- 
ing an impact on such progess 
in his eyes. 

“We do not have a good 


working climate in our schools 
today,” he said, “the only dif- 
ference at various school 
levels is the degree of that in- 
ternal conflict” 

Teachers and their negotia- 
tors differ with LeCesne's view 
by saying offered contracts 
have been unacceptable to 
them. 

One such offer reportedly 
contained a 7 percent increase 
for 1991-92, 5 percent for 
1992-93 and 5 percent for 
1993 94. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. William Bedell contacted 
Tuesday said, “We are in a po- 
sition to make them (the 
teachers) a substantial offer 
that would put them in the top 
20 percent of state districts. 

“But,” he warned, “we are 
not in a position to give them 
over $1 million in retroactive 
pay for past years.” 

Bedell continued, “We gave 
them competitive wages dur- 
ing those times and it is unrea- 
sonable and unfair to expect 
the board to break itself finan- 
cially by giving people money 
for past years.” 

He concluded “I will never 
recommend that”

burned out wreakage of Flight 
255 in 1987.” 

All those aboard the plane 
(156 passengers and crew) -in- 
cluding her parents and 
brother-were killed, Daughen- 
baugh said. His son visited the 
Cichan family in the Mott Hos- 
pital in Ann Arbor and 
brought the small crash sur- 
vivor flowers a short time later, 
while she was recovering from 
burns covering 30 percent of 
her body and broken bones. 

He did talk to the press 
while at the hospital that day 
and told reporters, “There was 
still fire and smoke by her. We 
had to put it out, while we 
were taking her out.” 

The girl did survive the or- 
deal, Daughenbaugh said, but 


his son later preferred not to 
talk about the experience al- 
though he remained proud of 
his actions. The searing mem- 
ory of charred bodies, burning 
debris and smoke and fire re- 
mained with him the remain- 
der of his life. 

Weeks before his fatal heart 
attacks, he was injured when 
he fell through the floor of a 
burning house at 28176 Ecorse 
Road, while helping to fight an 
arson related blaze. 

He was treated at Annapolis 
Hospital at that time and re- 
leased. 

Mr. Daughenbaugh’s last 
run was on March 24, 1991, 
when he helped extinguish a 
house fire. His father said “We 
started loading up the fire 
truck (after the fire was out) 
and he began to feel bad. So I 
took him immediately to the 
hospital.” 

Annapolis Hospital officials 


felt his heart was beating too 
slow, his father said, so they 
implanted a pacemaker. Then 
they called for a helicopter to 
fly him to the University of 
Michigan Hospital, his father 
said, but he suffered another 
heart attack and died before 
he could be placed on the air- 
craft 

An autopsy later revealed 
that he had an earlier heart at- 
tack, but doctors could not de- 
termine when it had 
happened. 

Daughenbaugh’s memory 
has previously been honored 
by Wayne County and the Na- 
tional Fire Academy in Em- 
mitsburg, Md. and his name 
has been placed on the Michi- 
gan Firemen’s Memorial in 
Roscommon. 

He is also survived by a sis- 
ter, Cheryl Gehan; four 
brothers, Robert, Ronald and 
Thomas Eves and Edward 
Daughenbaugh.

Ken McKanders never con 
siders his work to be boring.

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Careful packing is first priority for travelers, vacationers

Pack enough - but not too 
much - is the first rule of pack- 
ing for a cruise. 

Although the rule may 
sound contradictory, it is not 
as complex as first-time 
cruise-goers may believe. 

Bring enough casual 
clothing for the everyday activ- 
ities and one or two outfits for 
the more formal occasions. If 
you have doubts about 
whether or not to take an extra 
piece of clothing - don’t. In the 
event that you find that you 
need an extra blouse, jacket or 
piece of jewelry, you might 
want to purchase one as a sou- 
venir. 

While packing, remember 
that you will be carrying your 
luggage for, at least, part of the 
time between transfers and 
any extra items, translated 
into extra weight, can become 
a burden. In addition, trav- 
elers should leave a bit of 
space in their luggage to ac- 
commodate gifts and souve- 
nirs. 

A packing strategy em- 
ployed by many experienced 
travelers is to pack clothing of 
predominently one color, thus 
eliminating the need for dupli- 
cates in accessories to match 
the items.

except for the captain’s cock- 
tail party and/or a farewell 
party at the end of the cruise. 


Both men and women shoud

1 Let’s give the 
law a lift 

“My rights begin where your rights end.” So said a 
nameless author. 

One of the great mysteries of society relates to where 
the rights of one group of citizens begins and the rights of 
others end. 

In the City of Westland, a group of senior citizens has 
raised an objection which when all is said, seems to us to 
be a matter of “us verses them”. 

In case you have missed the aforementioned discus- 
sion, it seems Westland City Council members were faced 
with the dilemma of how they might satisfy both the new 
federal law known as the Americans With Disabilities 
Act and the concerns of Westland senior citizens. 

The seniors have collected through fundraising ef- 
forts some $75,000 to help Westland city officials pur- 
chase a $150,000 tour bus. City council members • 
appropriated the additional $75,000. The bus, once opera- 
tional, would require the taxpayers of the city to provide 
a driver, cover all insurance costs, and pay for operation, 
including upkeep and maintenance. 

The new act now demands equal access for hand- 
icapped individuals to such city-owned and operated ser- 
vices. The senior citizens say that they do not want a bus 
with a handicap lift. The seniors suggest that another van 
could be purchased or leased to follow behind the tour 
bus for use by those handicapped individuals who wish 
to go on trips. The seniors demand that the money they 
collected through their various fundraising efforts be re- 
turned to them if they can’t have it the way they want it. 

Well we have a few questions. 

Wouldn’t it cost a lot of extra money for taxpayers to 
have two bus drivers, to maintain two buses, provide 
insurance, buy fuel, and keep tires on two such vehicles? 

If the seniors contributed to the purchase price of a 
bus, but the title names the city, to whom does the bus 
belong? Were someone to be injured in an unfortunate 
accident, wouldn’t it be the city which would be respons- 
ible? 

Wouldn’t the operating costs and maintainance costs 
of the bus be paid by the taxpayers at large? If so, then 
why is it suggested by a group of seniors that it is “their 
bus”? It seems to us that it is not. 

Now we come to the designated spokesperson for the 
Westland senior citizens, the person taxpayers pay to 
administer the Westland Department of Resources. 

Sylvia Kozorosky-Wiacek is paid by the city to repre- 
sent the interests of all of the citizens of Westland as they 
relate to the aged. It is our conviction that the interests of 
all of the citizens of Westland are not well served by Mrs. 
Kozorosky-Wiacek in this endeavor. 

Kozorosky-Wiacek it seems is attempting to override 
all regulations, procedures, policies and rules by suggest- 
ing that the rights of the seniors and the handicapped can 
be provided for by segregating those who are infirm and 
can not access conventional bus facilities. 

No one need tell Mrs. Kozorosky-Wiacek that those 
who are infirm want the opportunity to see the world 
while they still can, and that the point in part of the new 
federal act is to allow them, to whatever extent it is 
possible, to be treated just like all other citizens. 

Kozorosky-Wiacek and many of the senior citizens 
have said, “do it our way, with NO LIFT or give us our 
$75,000 back.” It is unfair, unreasonable and unmanage- 
• able to have the senior citizens attempt to give the money 
back. Back to whom? The individuals who say “the money 
is ours”? When money is collected by a group through 
fundraisers for a particular purpose, it hardly belongs to 
that collective group of individuals, nor can it be put to 
some other purpose. 

We think it is time Kozorosky-Wiacek begins to see 
her important role in a different light. There is no higher 
calling then to work for a cause from which you will have 
no personal benefit. The bus is for all of the citizens of 
Westland including those now involved in the Westland 
senior citizen program. It is also for those yet unnamed 
who in the months and years to come may wish to use it. 
That may include a member of your family.. .and they may 
be handicapped and wish to be treated equally. Federal 
law now dictates we honor those rights.

To the editor: 

Several weeks ago we sug- 
gested that two things needed 
to be done by the Wayne- 
Westland Board of Education. 
1) Move the 9th Grade students 
into the high school buildings, 
and 2) offer a Early Retire- 
ment Incentive (ERI) to school 
employees. The whole purpose 
of our suggestion was to cut 
costs and to save money. 

If the district enrollment 
projections are accurate, there 
will be 1500 fewer students in 
1992-93 than there were in 
1989-90, the current staffing 
standard. With the downsizing 
of the students, there will have 
to be similar downsizing of em- 
ployees, resulting in layoffs. 

What has happened in re- 
cent weeks, according to 
rumors afloat is that the cur- 
rent administrative leadership 
has shelved the first sugges- 
tion in a committee, pending 
the coming of the new superin- 
tendent, who may have differ- 
ent ideas. 

However, our second sug- 
gestion has been seized upon 
vigorously. Rumors have it that 
the Board, through Bill Tay- 
lor’s office is offering outra- 
geous amounts of money to 
early retirees. Furthermore, 
he, Thomas Svitkovitch, and 
the exited Dennis O’Neill all 
would qualify for the outlan- 
dish “golden parachutes” be- 
ing negotiated as ERI. 

In view of these recently re- 
mored happenings, we urge 
the Board to POSTPONE any 
further discussions of Early 
Reitrement Incentives until 
the new superintendent has 
been hire on May 8th - just two 
months awa. 

If the Board foolishly allows 
the currently remored plan to 
proceed without the new su- 
perintendent, they will not be 
cutting costs. They will allow 
the continued RAPE of the cit- 
izens which has been preva- 
lent in recent years under the 
O’Neil, Svitkovitch, Taylor ad 
ministration.

Proponents of the plan to 
split Wayne County are making 
the rounds of municipal meet- 
ings to promote the establish- 
ment of Erie County. 

The sponsoring organiza- 
tion, Patriots for Erie County, 
have launched a petition drive 
to amend the state boundary 
act to allow 20 communities to 
form a new county. The 
downriver-based group is cur- 
rently seeking 205,000 signa- 
tures on their petitions before 
the mid-May deadline. 

“An ongoing and mounting 
frustration with Wayne 
County” is the basis of the peti- 
tion drive, organizer Leonard 
Mannausa told the Belleville 
City Council members Monday 
night. He said the commis- 
sioners elected to write the 
charter of the proposed new 
county “will write a new page 
of Michigan history.” 

Mannausa accused Wayne 
County officials of viewing the 
southern half of the county as 
“a place to dump, to flush their 
toilets and to collect taxes.” He 
referred to county proposals 
for solid waste disposal sites 
in the area proposed for the 
new county. 

The Erie County organizer 
slammed Wayne County Exec- 
utive Ed McNamara for his 
proposal of nine new taxes in a 
March 9 speech in Southgate. 

If the Patriots have their 
way, residents south of Van 
Bom Road will reside in Erie 
County, while their neighbors 
to the north will remain in 
Wayne County. The proposed 
new county would include Ro- 
mulus, Van Buren Township, 
Sumpter Township, Belleville, 
Huron Township and 15 other 
downriver communities, a to- 
tal of 166,935 acres. 

Mannausa has unofficially 
proposed that the Downriver 
Campus of Wayne County Com- 
munity College be turned into 
the new seat of government for 
Erie County, and that the 


Downriver Campus be merged 
with the WCCC Western 
Campus in Van Buren Towns- 
hip to create “one great col- 
lege out of two.” 

Mannausa noted that there 
has been inequities in state 
funding for community col- 
leges. The Erie County orga- 
nizer said WCCC receives $12 
million annually from the 
state, while Monroe Commu- 
nity College receives only $2 
million annually. 

In a report presented to the 
Belleville councilmen, Man- 
nausa noted that the proposed 
new county would have a pop- 
ulation of 363,390 and a state 
equalized tax base of 
$5,427,153,690, or 21.34 percent 
of the current county. Man- 
nausa noted that the new 
county could generate 
$58,124,816 in taxes based on 
10.71 mills. 

The Patriots for Erie County 
claim the following advantages 
if the county split is approved. 

• Erie County would have its 
own government, instead of 
being repersented by three of 
the 14 Wayne County commis- 
sioners. 

• Erie County residents 
would receive a full return in 
services for their tax dollars. 

• Five county commis- 
sioners would be elected, ac- 
cording to district, and the 
offices of county executive and 
deputy executive would be 
eliminated. 

• County services, such as 
courts, the county seat, re- 
cords, jails, the morgue and 
sheriff would be moved closer 
to the people. 

• Judges would be elected 
by the Erie County voters, and 
residents would not have to 
travel to Detroit for court 
dates.
